The Scaf- 
fold was ſpread with a Perſian Carpet of Tapeſtree, the Ground whereof 
was Gold, and over this Tapeſtry a foot-cloth of Violet Velvet, powder'd 
with Flowetdeluces of Gold, which covered aſl the kneeling-place before 
the Altar, and half the Scaffold. All the Balconies alſo were ſpread with 
Perſian-Tapeſtry, whoſe Ground was Tiſſue,  ' © 2;
